Killer of Four Says That 
He Never Connected 
Miss Birdsey With Anti- 
Christ Element. 


YOUTH NOW APPEARS 
NEAR BREAKING POINT 


Claims That He Planned 
To Commit Suicide by 
Drowning, Thus “Purg- 
ing My Soul of Sin.” 


St. Petersburg, Fla., February 21. 
Frank McDowell, 19-year-old  con- 
fessed slayer of his parents and two 
sisters, tonight denied that he had 
admitted planning the murder of Miss 
Mary Birdsey, of Savannah, Ga. a 
childhood friend, as the sequel to 
the killings of his parents and sis- 
ters. 

“I never thought of killing Mary 
because I never connected any one 
outside my immediate family with the 
anti-Christ element which I was try- 
ing to destroy in order to atone for 
my blasphemy against the Holy 
Ghost,” he said. 

The young man finally has shown 
signs of breaking down under the 
strain of the last forty hours. 

Planned His Death. 

Frank said that on February 19, 
1925, he planned to commit suicide 
by drowning and “purge my soul of 
all sin.” He said his heart-shaped 
letter which he left between the bod- 
ies of his slain parents was an alle- 
gorical reference to the two double 
slayings and to his intended suicide. 

Frank declared, in the Pinellas 
county jail at Clearwater, that a 
newspaper woman had interviewed 
him and had attempted to draw from 
him an admission that he planned to 
kill Miss Birdsey, but he said he 
had denied this repeatedly. 

“T never had anything but the 
kindliest feelings for Mary,” Frank 
said. “I never thought of her in con- 
nection with killing my sisters and 
my father and mother. I admired 
her very much and had admired her 
since we became acquainted when I 
was 10 years of age. She was a month 
younger than I.” 

Explains Letter. 

The letter which Frank said was 
an allegorical explanation of the dou- 
ble slayings and his intended suicide 
contained references to “consuming 
flames,” “blood washing away from 
the body of thine slain enemies” and 
‘cleansing waters of baptism,” re- 
ferring to the deaths of his two sis- 
ters in fire he ignited, the murder of 
parents and his contemplated death 
by drowning. 

Frank said he intended to drown 
himself on February 19, 1925. His 
sisters perished in a Decatur, Ga., 
fire on February 19, 1923, and his 
parents’ deaths occurred on Tuesday, 
February 19, of this year. Frank 
said his original “blasphemy against 
the Holy Ghost” occurred on a Feb- 
ruary 19, when he was 12 years old. 

Frank was watched closely in his 
cell because of the belief of St. Peters- 
burg police that he intended to do 


away with himself as a sequel to the 
death by cremation of his sisters, one

: Georgia Will Make No Ef- 


fort To Bring McDowell 
To This State if He Js 
Adjudged Insane. 


Forgery of college entrance require- 
ments was added to the list of crimes 
charged to Frank McDewell, boy 
slayer of his parents and two sisters, 
simultaneously with disclosure Thurs- 
day night that the former Decatur 
youth who has posed as a mental 


prodigy was dishonorah!y dismissed 
from George Washington university. 

Investigation by The Corstitution 
of reports that McDowell had gradu- 
ated with brilliance from the Wash 
ington, D. C., institution of learning 
at the age of sixteen, early Thursday 
night resulted in a statement from 
Emory university officials that Me- 
Dowell had forged credentials of the 
Georgia college and had ‘1tilized the 
false documents in obtaining entrance 
to George Washington. 

Dishonorably Discharged. 

The investigation was immediately 
extended to the national capital, and 
Associated Press dispatches later 
quoted Washington authorities as say- 
ing that McDowell had been dis- 
honorably dismissed as a student of 
that institution after he had failed 
in his studies and after it had been 
proved that his college entrance cre- 
dentials were forged. 

The dispatches added that only @ 
few officials at George Washington 


[university knew that McDowell had 


been expelled with dishonor. and that 
to many acquaintances in Washington 
he was still known in the role he 
chose to essay in Georgia and Florida 
—that of the “boy prodigy.” 

As a matter of fact, the Washine- 
ton advices added, McDowell’s trve 
position in the national capital was 
that of a check boy in the library of 
congress, 

Registers for Eight Covrses, 
“McDowell first registered 
George Washington university in 
1921 for eight different courses, em- 
bracing mostly economics, political 
economy and commerce,” the Asscci- 
ated Press dispatches showed. “He 
withdrew before matriculating that 
year but-in March, 19°°2. presented a 
certificate from Emory university, in 
Atlanta, crediting him with three full 
years of the most+«highly satisfatcory 


at 


work. To the university registrar he 
represented himself as 18 years old, 
although in fact he was a_ year 
younger. 

‘Tbe boy was immediately admitted 
to the senior class but soon began to 
show his lack of training. He failed 
in three of his studies and received 
only a fair average in the fourth, hav- 
ing chosen only four subjects upon 
his second registration.

Psychologists have said the mind 
remains young until it stops working.

Louisville, Ky., February 21.— 
Kentucky racing was saved from re- 
formers Thursday when the Bennett 
anti-betting ‘race track bill was killed 
by the Kentucky senate by a vote of 
24 to 14. The vote was first taken 
on the minority report of a commit- 
tee which had reported the bill fav- 
orable, 5 to 1 at noon. 

The senate listened all afternoon 
to the die hard swan-song of senators 
who wished to see the sport of turf- 
dom abolished, after a ‘solitary sena- 
tor on the committee had brought in 
a minority report, 

The concerted fight against racing 
had been attacked on the ground that 
it was being used by reformers and 
politicians as an obstruetionist plan 
to lock practically all the legislation 
that has been proposed during the 
present session of the legislature, 
which convened in January. 

Although the race track question 
was decided as far as the democrats 
were concerned in last summer’s pri- 
mary, the losers were insistent upon 
draeging the matter into the legisla- 
ture. The fight last summer resolved 
itself into a duel between Congress- 
man Cantrill and Congressman Bark- 
lev. Cantrill favored the present sys- 
tem of conducting races in the Blue- 
state, while Barkley solicited 
support on the strength of a repeal 
plan of betting, 
legalized in Kentucky.

“Atlanta is guing tu have a me- 
morial to Woodrow Wilson,” Mr. Me- 
Cord declared. “How imposing it is 
will depend entirely on the y¥oluntary 
response of the people of the city of 
Atlunta, with the help of people of 
other cities in Georgia who want to 
contribute to a memorial to the war 
president.” 

Committees were organized Thurs- 
day in 24 Georgia cities outside of At- 
lanta to accept contributions to the 
fund for the memorial to be built in 
the capital city. 

The 300 heads 
fraternal, social and 
tions In Atlanta who were named on 
the general campaign committee to 
orgenize subcomunittees to collect sub- 
scriptions, were urged by Mr. Me- 
Cord and Mayor AValter A, Sims to 
continue their work Friday and Sat- 
urday in order to see every Atlantan 
by the end of the week and.give every- 
one an opportunity to subscribe. 

“We want this memorial to be an 
object for civie pride as well as a 
lasting reminder of the life and works 
of the great democratic leader who 
began his career in Atlanta,” Mayor 
Sims declared, “We want this to be 
a big memorial, worthy of the city 
which is to build it.” 

Contributions can be mailed or sent 
either to Eugene R. Black, treasurer, 
at the Atlanta Trust company, or to 
J. L. McCord at the mayor’s office, 
city hall, 

Paul H. Norcross, president of the 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, issued 
an appeal to the members of that or- 
sanization to contribute in every way 
possible to the success of the Wilson 
memorial campaign. 

“Our members are busy business 
men,, mostly, most of whom are mefm- 
bers of other organizations and work 
through them for practically every 
worth while cause in Atlanta, and lI 
think it is superfluous to -ask them 
to aid the Wilson memorial for I am 
sure they are doing it anyway.

Safety Recommendation, 

The opinion of the-board as to the 
wise provision to make against fu- 
ture accidents such as that under in- 
quiry is voiced in the following lan- 
guage: 

“That the design of the ship and 
corrections to the mooring mast 
should be such that the connections 
to the mast should give way before 
the slup is damaged. This-is believed 
to be best accomplished by making the 
connections between the mooring cone 
and the outrigger on the nose cap the 
weakest point in the link and so ar- 
ranged that these parts cannot jam 
and become stronger than desired.” 

Rides in 75-Mile Gale. 

When the Shenandoah was_ torn 
from her mooring mast by the force 
of the gale it was portions of the 
nose of the ship which gave way, the 
nose plate, or metal cap covering the 
extreme forward point, being pulled 
loose. The result was that the ship 
took the air with her nose badly torn 
and was compelled to fight into head 
winds in that condition, 

The report of the board said We 
Shenandoah was designed for a speed 
of 51 knots, according to Commander 
Weyerbacher, formerly connected with 
the personnel of the ship, but that 
in the opinion of the officer the moor- 
ing mast test at Lakehurst’ had 
shown that she could be made safe 
at a mooring mast up to 75 miles an 
hour wind force.

$365,000 Girls’ High school contracts 
if resolutigns were adopted authorizing 
the contractors to proceed with work 
before money is provided in a legal 
school budget, the aldermanic board of 
city council Thursday afternoon de- 
clined to act on the resolutions in their 
present form. After authorizing a 
committee to confer with the board of 
education in an effort fo get school 
tinances in shape so the contracts ma 
be made by the city legally, the al- 
dermen adjourned subject to special 
call which Mayor Sims is to be asked 
to issue in order that general council 
may approve contracts before the 
city 8 option expires March 1. 

‘the special committee, composed of 
Aldermen R. A. Gordon, W. B. Du- 
vall, J. R. Bachman, Claude E. Buch- 
anan and J. L. McLendon, will meet at 
4 o'clock Friday 8fternoon with the 
full membership of the board of educa- 
tion, Which President John T. Hancock 
is to call into special session for the 
purpose. 

Will Present Plan. 

At this meeting, the aldermen will 
explain their. attitude toward the 
schooi building situation and request 
specifically that the school board bal- 
ance its budget immediately. 

It will be necessary, City Attorney 
James L. Mayson told the aldermanic 
board, for a balanced budget to be 
adopted even though it provides for 
closing schools in September on ac- 
count of lack of sufficient funds to run 
them longer. 

The budget as adopted by the board 
at its last meeting calling for expen- 
diture of $3,031,000 without providing 
anything for Girls’ High school, is not 
in legal form, it was stated, because 
anticipated sehool revenues are $2,- 
490,000 for the year, or $450,000 less 
than approved expenditures even with- 
out providing the $365,000 required 
for Girls’ High school. 

City Attorney’s Advice. 

The city attorney’s advice to the 
aldermanie board, which the commit- 
tee will transmit the school board as 
a request, is that the school board de- 
termine the date on which its pres- 
ent school program and the price of 
Girls’ High school will exhaust pres- 
ent revenues, adopt a budget for op- 
erating schools until that date. and an- 
nounce that schools will close at that 
time, unless additional money is pro- 
vided. . 

Council and the aldermanic board 
already have adopted resolutions pro- 
posed by the finance committee as- 
suring the school board that they 
will co-operate in securing an increase 
of 25 cents in the city tax rate to pro- 
vide the funds to carry on schools aft- 
er present revenues are exhausted. 

President Hancock told the alder- 
men that the school board was anx- 
ious and ready to co-operate with the 
mayor and city council in any way pos- 
sible for the best interests of the 
schools and the city. 

Aldermen in Tilt. 

- The meeting was marked by a sharp 
exchange of remarks between Alder- 
man W. B. Hartsfield and Alderman 
R. A. Gordon, whom Hartfield accused 
of “grandstand play’ when Gordon 
pounded the table and demanded that 
the school be built “regardless of 
whether the method of building it is 
legal or not.” 

Alderman Gordon drew from City 
Attorney Mayson the statement that
